and Thoughts, and God were to have no part of 
our Time and Service: Far from it! This were 
to invert the Order of Things, and to make Re- 
ligion give place to the World z whereas all things 
are to give place to that, and 20 be done and fol- 

low'd in ſubſer vieney to it. NS DE 
And this now naturally leads me, as well as it 
lays me under ſome Obligation, to do Juſtice to 
the Character of our deceas'd Friend; tho were 
it merely for his Comniendation, I ſhould nat 
e mention 
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mention it; but I do it for an Example of Imita- 

tion. And I am glad I have ſuch an Inſtance to 
roduce, in order to confront the Pretences and 
xcuſes of many idle People on the one hand, and 


careleſs Profeſſors on the other. 
I believe chic e who knew him will allow me 
to ſay, a greatef Pattern of Diligence and Induſtry | 


in Buſineſs, is. rarely to be found; and the World 

could not but take notice how God proſper'd him 
accordingly. I have been inform'd that in the 

Houſe where this Perſon liy'd, it had been ob- 

ſerv'd for a Courſe of many years, that tho ſeve- | 
ral had ſucceſſively traded in it, yet not one proſ- 
per'd. This has made the Blefling of God's Pro- 

vidence the more remarkable upon this Man; 
which ſhould teach Foung Beginners, and ſuch as 
are ſetting out in the World, the good Effect and 
Conſequence of honeſt Induſtry : and this might 
remove the ridiculous Conceit of many People 
concerning fome Houſes, as tho they were not 
lucky; whereas the Unluckineſs of Houſes, I fear, 
is chiefly owing to the unlucky Temper of the 
Inhabitants, who are idle and negligent, vicious 
and wicked, and do not take thoſe Methods as are 
neceſſary to advance their Proſperity, and ſecure 
the Blefling of God. _— { 
But that which I have principally to remark 
under this Head concerning our Friend, and is fe 
what I am well aſſur d of, is this, That tho few or 
or none did exceed him in Labour and Diligence, M T 
yet under all this he had a conſcientious regard in 
to the Honour of God, by keeping up Religion M11 
in his Family. The nature of his Buſineſs was 
ſuch, as requir'd the whole Family to be very 
early at it in the morning, and to continue late at 
night; and ſuch were his Hurries in providing for 
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others, as very often he did not allow himſelf 
Time ſedately to fit down and eat his on neceſ- 
fary Food. Herein I will not wholly excuſe him 
of blame, yet I muſt fay in his Vindication, that 
notwithſtanding this he took care that God was 
duly worſhip'd and ſervd by him and his Houſe. 
Prayer was daily offer'd-up in his Family, and that 
both Morning and Night. - He very rarely omitted 
to perform this part with his Servants himſelf, and 
took care to have it done by a grave and Terions . 
I Perſon, when he was neceſſarily abſent. ke | 
| I am- pleas'd:in mentioning ' this, chiefly up- | 
on this Account, that it. gives me the Opportuni-

If you are in never ſuch 
Hurries, yet you can ſtep aſide to qo a few 
words to a Friend upon earneſt Buſineſs, and then 
return to your Work again; and why can you

Comfort in enjoying what our honeft Induftry has 
procur'd us. | | 
This is particularly recommended in the Verſes | 
before the Text, and the Text is brought in as a | 
further Argument to enforce it: Ver. 7. Ezt thy 
Bread with Joy, and drink thy Wine with a merry 
Heart; i. e. chearfully and thankfully enjoy thy | 
Comforts, avoiding all diſtracting Care and Grief | 
for the Occurrences of this World. Let thy Gar- 
ments be always white, and let thy Head lack no 
Ointment : by this he underſtands a chearful and 
pleaſant Converſation, eſpecially in times of Tran: | 
quillity and Proſperity. Again, Ver. g. Live joy- 
Fully with 2 Wife whom thou loveſt all the days of | 
thy Vanity, for that is thy Portion in 
this Life, and in t our which thou takeſt un- 
der the Sun; q. d. Thou canſt reap no other Fruit | 
of all thy Toil in this ife, but to take an inno- 
cent Pleaſure, with Tranquillity of Mind, in ſuch | 
good things 2s the Providence of God beſtowes 
upon thee. And then he further enforces this' in

1. From the firſt general Obſervation, viz. That 
we are all going to the Grave, we may make the 
following Reflections. As, 0 
(i.) How great is the Evil of Sin! ſeeing it is 
this which hath brought Death into the World : 
Rom. F. 12. For Sin entering into the World, and 
Death by Sin, Death is paſs'd upon all Men, for that 
all have ſin d. And as the Thoughts of Death can- 
not but very much allay the Comfort we would 
propoſe to take in thoſe good things, . which, by 
God's Bleſſing upon our Induſtry, we have gotten ; 


ſo whatever be the Comfort we have in theſe 
as things, we may be ſure that Death in a little while 
Mo. will wholly deprive us of it: Die we muſt. And 
andi now I am ſpeaking of this, I muſt put you in 


mind of what the Scriptures mention concerning 
the firſt and ſecond * Rev. 2. II. & ch. = 
* 2 | © 
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By the ſecond Death we are to underſtand eter- 
nal Death, the Soul's everlaſting Separation from 


God ; which will be the Lot and Portion of the 


Wicked. From this Death all true Believers in 


Chriſt ſhall be deliver -- 7 " 
But as to the firſt Death, that is, temporal 


Death, which conſiſts in the Soul's Separation from 


the Body, and the Diſſolution of this outward 
Frame and Tabernacle ; it is appointed or laid 5 
for all, both good and bad, Heb. g. 27. We m 

all die the firſt Death, or be chang d, 1 Cor. 15. 
51. Death will one day find us out, when there 
will be no running away from it. This Part of 


the Puniſhntent of Sin we ſhall all ſuffer, even the 
Righteous as well as the Unrighteous. The Sen- 
tence is paſs'd upon us, and we are every day go- 


ing to execution. Some are allow'd a longer, and 

others a ſhorter way to it; but all are drawing 

nearer and nearer every Day and Hour. | 
This is a Debt that Sin has laid us under a ne- 


ceſlity of Fus, We have ſin'd, and there - 


fore we muſt die. We muſt, I fay, all of us die 
the firſt Death, God grant we may not fall under 


the power of the ſecond too. Temporal Death is 


very terrible, but what will eternal be! This is 


the Deſert of our Sins as well as the other, and 
what we ſhall infallibly ſuffer, if we don't take 
care to make our Peace with God, thro. Faith in 
Feſus Chriſt, and Repentance from dead Works. 
How great then is the Evil of Sin that has expos d 


us to all this! on, 


(2.) Are we going, and I may lay going apace,, 
to the Grave? This. ought to reftrain us from 


all Exceſs of Affection to the things of this World. 


Not that I would diſfuade you from taking any 
Comfort at all in preſent things, out of an Ap- 


prehenſion 
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prehenſion of Death ; no, my Brethren, this. were, 
to make Life miſerable. It is, as I have ſhewn, 

 allow'd, and is what God expects in return of 

the Mercies he has beſtow'd upon you, that yon © 
receive them with Thankfulneſs at his hands, and 
chearfully enjoy them. But then we ſhould ſo 
moderate our Love to, and Delight in theſe things, 
as to be prepar'd and ready to leave them, when 
ever Death ſhall come and call us away from 
them, and to part with them at no great Pain 
and Difficulty. When we are in the midſt of our 

Enjoyments, and ſurrounded with all the Com- 

forts of Life, and have the moſt advantageous 

Proſpect of worldly Happineſs, we ſhould: then 

conſider with our ſelves, that if God ſhould ſee 

fit to ſhow in us the Vanity of worldly Proſperi- 
ty, now is the moſt proper time to remove us; 
and if he ſhould do fo, it would not be an unpre- 
cedented Caſe, for that he hath given many ſuch 

Inſtances of the like nature heretofore. And in-. 

deed we have now ſuch an Inſtance before us in 

che deceas'd. It is fit to be taken notice of, and 
ought to make an Impreſſion upon us. 

Hie was one that God had very ſignally proſ- 

I per'd; I may fay, in ſuch a manner, as all the City 

took notice of it. The World was pour'd in up-

Again, over and above all 
this, which was ſo Proline, he was a young 
Man, having but juſt finiſh'd the Thirtieth Year 


of his Age, a healthy Perſon ; ſo that the hope of | 


a growing Proſperity, and a long Enjoyment, 


might have added to the Pleaſure of his Proſpects. 
But as he was juſt laying his Hands upon all this | 
Happineſs, Death comes behind and plucks him a- 


way, and by a Feber, in eight days time, caſt this 


Perſon down, whom every body look'd upon asa | 
riſing Man, into the. dark and filent Grave. So | 
that if he had not taken care of a better Inheri- | 
tance in another World, he that every body was 
ready to eſteem happy, muſt have been a moſt | 
miſerable Man. For as to the preſent Comforts of | 
Life, he had not time as yet to enjoy them; but 
whilſt he was carry'd on with the hope of ſome- 
thing that would come at laſt, his Life, in the | 
mean 3 was nothing but Labour and Travel, 


and even that Hope at laſt diſappointed by the 


Stroke of Death. |
